PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 
PURSUANT TO 37 CFR 1 .1 81

Applicants hereby petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment in 
connection with the above-captioned application. Applicants assert that there is no 
abandonment in fact and respectfully petitions for withdrawal of the abandonment 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.181 and MPEP 711.03(c). Applicants request the Examiner 
withdraw the holding of abandonment. 
I. Statement of Facts 

The U.S. Patent Office asserts that the application is abandoned because no 
reply was received to the Office Action mailed April 3, 2003. 

Applicants contend, however, that the abandonment should be withdrawn as 
Applicants' did not received this Office Action. 

On November 9, 2001 Attorney of Record, David R. Metzger of 
SONNENSCHEIN NATH & ROSENTHAL LLP. filed a Revocation of Power of 
Attorney transferring power of attorney from former counsel Limbach & Limbach 
(copy attached as Exhibit A). 

On November 21 , 2001 Applicants' filed a Status Inquiry on the above- 
identified patent application (copy attached as Exhibit B). 
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On February 4. 2002 Applicants* received a Status Letter Reply (copy 
attached as Exhibit C) advising of an expected date of action to be July 2002. It is 
noted on this document that the Requester is Attorney of Record. 

On October 7, 2005. per Inventors' Assistance Center, it was determined that 
the Office Action dated April 3, 2003 had an electronic address for former counsel, 
Limbach & Limbach at 2001 Ferry Building. San Francisco, California 94111. Thus, 
the Office Action dated April 3, 2003 was mailed to former counsel and not to the 
Attorney of Record. 

Former counsel's law firm ceased doing business in 2001. 
II Docket Record 

Attached is a Declaration of Laura Wells authenticating a copy of the docket 
record where the Office Action would have been docketed if it had been received 
and entered.
